MIAMI (UPI) - The Rad Cross 
was searching today for a ship 
bigger than the 10,000 • ton Af­ 
rican Pilot to take more ransom 
goods to Cuba and possibly bring 
out another load of refugees. 
And President Kennedy, after 
talking with leaders of the ill­ 
fated Cuban invasion, was mak­ 
ing plans to fly to Miami Sat­ 
urday and address an expected 
80,000 Cuban exiles in Miami’s 
Orange Bowl. 
The African Pilot left last Sat­ 
urday with 1,800 tons of medical 
supplies and foodstuffs and re­ 
turned Thursday with 822 rela­ 
tives of the Cuban invasion pris­ 
oners. 
The Red Cross said thousands 
of relatives still in Cuba are 
eager to leave and that Premier 
Fidel Castro has made a firm 
offer to release them. 
“We are making preliminary 
arrangements to get another ship 
to take freight to Cuba but noth­ 
ing firm has been worked out 
yet,” said Red Cross spokesman 
Roy Johnson. 
Supplies Awalt Shipment 
He said there are 37 carloads 
of supplies at Fort Lauderdale. 
Fla., to help pay the remainder 
of the ransom demanded by Cas­ 
tro for the release of the 1,119 
prisoners who returned here ear­ 
ner this week.
